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Reasons For Allowance 

1. Status of Claims: 5-30, 33-39, 43-69, 72-78, 83-90, 98-107 were previously objected to 
in the last office action dated 10/18/05. The Examiner stated that if objected to material was 
incorporated into independent form. Than claims that were previously rejected would be contain 
allowable subject matter. Claims 4, 6-30, 32-33, 35-39, 42-43, 45-69, 71-72, 74-78, 82, 84-90, 
97-99, 101-107 are allowable, because the Applicant has incorporated the subject matter of 
claims 5-30, 33-39, 43-69, 72-78, 83-90, 98-107, into claims 4, 6-30, 32-33, 35-39, 42-43, 45-69, 
71-72, 74-78, 82, 84-90, 97-99, 101-107. Thus, claims 4, 6-30, 32-33, 35-39, 42-43, 45-69, 71- 
72, 74-78, 82, 84-90, 97-99, 101-107 are allowable for the reasons listed below: 

2. Hauser et al. discloses anonymous information exchange in a network. Hauser discloses 
an anonymous bidding system in which a sender can send a bid anonymously through email. 
Hauser discloses using anonymous remailers that set-up a table that maps real e-mail addresses 
into aliases; this way, an addressee can reply to the alias that is subsequently translated into a real 
e-mail address by the anonymous remailer. However, there is no secure communication service 
that checks whether the ticket is valid. There is no secure communication service disclosed or 
suggested in Hauser. Hauser discloses a sender and merchant communicating, in which the 
sender is anonymous to the merchant. There is also no ticket disclosed in Hauser, the 
anonymous communication takes place by using email; however, there is no disclosure of having 
a ticket in which the sender and recipient's identification is disclosed therein, and presented to a 
secure communication service. 

3. Curry et al. discloses a client or network node in the computer security system, during 
normal operation, obtains a public key certificate to authenticate a received message or to 
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encrypt information for an intended recipient. The network node verifies the integrity of the 
certificate signature suing the trusted certification authority public key. If the certificate 
signature is acceptable the network node verifies the validity period of the certificate. Curry 
does not disclose the ticket containing the sender and recipient's identification. Furthermore, 
there is no disclosure or suggestion of anonymous identification of the sender and recipient and 
required in claims 32 and 71. 

4. Non-patent literature of Menezes teaches, a Kerberos system. Kerberos protocol involves 
the client and the server, and a trusted server(i.e. Kerberos authentication server). At the 
beginning the client and server share no secret, while T shares a secret with each other. The 
client than requests from the authentication server the credentials to allow it to authenticate itself 
to the server. The authentication server returns to the client a session key encrypted for the client 
and a ticket encrypted for the server. The ticket, which the client forwards on to the server, 
contains the session key and the client's identity; this allows authentication of the client to the 
server. The ticket in Kerberos also has a validity period, in which the ticket has an expiration 
date. However, the Kerberos system does not teach it can be used for email. Second, only the 
sender(client) is anonymous the server is not anonymous to the client. Thus, this is in direct 
contrast, to ticket containing the sender and recipient's identification. Furthermore, there is no 
disclosure or suggestion of anonymous identification of the recipient and required in claims 32 
and 71.
